Amundsen was dismayed on re- 
ceiving a telegram last night urg- 
ing him to begin his American lec- 
ture tour Sept. 1. He. prefers to 
take a longer rest before starting. 
“‘Had we reached the Pole and 
landed there, only the greatest 
good luck would evet have brought

as if discussing the weather. He 
was sitting in the comfortable par- 
lor of Dorector Knutsen of the 
King’s Bay Coal Co. Amundsen 
sucked his pipe meditatively, faint- 
ly smiling. 

“The only chance to return would 
be by airplane,” Ellsworth contin- 
ued “Our provisions certainly 
were not sufficient for a jourrey 
afoot to Cape Columbia, even if ice 
conditions permitted, as we had no 
dogs and we certainly could not 
drag sledges day after day on half 
rations. 

“Moreover, it is extremely pro- 
bable we would have found the 
way blocked by open water. When 
it is remembered that we were 
able to start only one plane aftor 
three weeks’ effort and had io 
abandon all equipment ard food, 
and then fall 26 miles short of lanfi, 
having to ‘taxi’ the remaining dis- 
tance over water that luckily was 
open, it is easy to see how diffi- 
cult a return flight from the Pole 
would have been with six men in 
one plane.”’ 

Saw Only Oné Seal. 

Despite this pessimistic analysis, 
neither Amundsen nor Elisworth 
consider that the experience has 
demonstrated the impossibility of a 
flight to the pole. Naturally neith- 
er is yet prepared to say he -vill 
repeat the experiment but their 
minds obviously are running in that 
direction. 

In such an event, precautions 
would be taken that were lacking 
this time. The writer inquired as 
to the possibility of living by hunt- 
ing, recalling Stefansson's opinion 
that seals were available every 
where in the Arctic Ocean. Ells- 
worth said he saw only one se1!1 
during the three weeks. He be- 
lieves {it would be impossible to 
exist in that way. 

“Seal meat certainly is fine any- 
how,” sald Elisworth, while 
Amundsen again nodded approv- 
ingly. 

“After three weeks half rations 
on pemmican, when we got aboard 
that sealer and were given seal 
meat we would not have changed 
piaces with Lucullus himself.”’

During the day Amundsen and 
Ellsworth entertained the writer 
and another correspondent at 
lunch aboard the Seaplane N-25 to 
demonstrate the conditions under 
which they lived for three weeks.

This, with three 
oatmeal crackers, constituted the 
meal. The party lived for three 
weeks on this and pemmican soup. 
Each ration was half a pound of 


pemmican, which is half the 
amount allowed for a dog in the 
Peary expedition, in which a 


man’s ration was two pounds. 
A Reconnoitering Trip. 

“If you had it to do again would 
you modify your plans,” the writer 
esked Amundsen. 

“Not completely,” he replied, 
emphatically.

It was agreed, the Geographic So- 
ciety said, that the navy’s wishes 
would be carried out, and it was 
added the whole incident was due 
to a misunderstanding. 

Uultimatum Is Issued. 

An ultimattm calling for the re-

was issued by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Commander Byrd, heading the 
navy detachment with the expedi- 
tion, has announced he would re- 
fer the question to Commander 
MacMillan, who is on the Bowdoin, 
the second ship of the expedition 
which is en route to Sydney, Nova 
Scotia. Both the Bowdoin and tha 
Putnam are due at Sydney today. 

The ultimatum of Secretary Wil- 
bur was in the form of an order to 
Commander Byrd (which is given 
in a “box” elsewhere in the Post- 
Dispatch). The necessity of dis- 
patching the destroyer Putnam to 
Nova Scotia with the wireless set 
plainly nettled Nevy Department 
officials. They were placed in the 
position of having their desires 
turned down both at Boston and 
Wiscasset where the equipment 
was left on the docks when the 
expedition sailed. 

Agreement Made, Navy Says. 

At the Navy Department it was 
said an agreement had been 
reached some time ago that the 
navy equipment should. be carried. 
A set from the Battleship Florida 
was yesterday taken aboard the 
Putnam at Wiscasset for transpor- 
tation to Sydney. 

As the expedition sailed, it was 
provided only with short-wave ap- 
paratus which the navy holds is 
insufficient to guarantee depend- 
able communication with civiliza- 
tion at all times.

Saving in Pumping Cost 
Placed at $600,000 Yearly 
—Teaching People to 
Save More Important. 


Water meters for all the city’s 
consumers, as advocated by Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Wall in 
his report for the last fiscal year 
as Water Commissioner, would 
cost $20 each, or a total of $2,600,- 
000 for the 130,000 water con- 
sumers in the city. He believes, 
however, that the installation 
would result in a saving to the city 
of $600,000 a year in the cost of 
pumping water, as the number of 
users increases, he said today, the 
saving in pumping cost would be 
proportionately larger. The report 
advocates installation of meters 
after the new Missouri River wa- 


terworks starts operating, by early 
1928, and proposes that five years 
be allowed for the installation. 
Director Wall expects meters 
would result in reducing the con- 
sumption of water by one-fourth, 
or about 28,000,000 gallons a day, 
making possible the reduced ex- 
pense of operation. He believes 


that the present system of fiat 
rates encourages waste, and his 
report declares that daily con- 


sumption is increasing so much 
that it is only a matter of months 
before the supply will pecome iIn- 
adequate, with only Chain of 
Rocks furnishing the supply. 
Would Last 20 Years. 

In addition to the cost of meters, 
Director Wall says it would cost 
about $2.25 per -meter per year 
for the labor of reading the de- 
vices, maintenance and deprectia- 
tion, the reading item amounting 
to $1.25. The aggregate cost of 
this charge against the city would 
be about $300,000 a year, the di- 
rector estimates. 

Meters will last about 20 years, 
but their cost would be saved with- 
in 10 years, Director Wall believes. 
It is his idea that it is even mvre 
important to teach the people to 
save water than it is to get the 
added income which probably 
would occrue under this system, 
because if water is not used more 
couservatively he believes it will 
be necessary to build additions to 
the waterworks and new pumping 
plants, time and time again, 

The Missouri River plant is ex- 
pected to care for the city’s nor- 
mal needs until 1935 or later, 
without further additions, but with 
Chain of Rocks kept going at full 
tilt. The Missouri River works 
are being bullt urder a $12,000,000 
bond issue item which is to be re- 
deemed from Water Division reve- 
mus and not from general city 
funds. 

Chain of Rocks Near Capacity. 

Chain of Rocks has a daily 
pumping capacity of about 165,- 
000,000 gallons, and it is operating 
now at almost its capacity. The 
new plant will pump about 150,- 
000,000 gallons a day. Director 
Wal. believes that if part or all 
of St. Louts County is added to the 
city, as he thinks is sure to occur 
eventually, the increased demand 
for water would be out of propor- 
tion to the added number of con- 
sumers, because of the needs of 
truck farms and other large tracts 
of land. The Board of Freeholders is 
preparing to draft a city expansion 
plan now, which will be subject to 
the will of the people. 

Director Wall says in his report 
that the experience of other cities 
an the expert opinion of engineers 
point to the abandonment of -.he 
policy of supplying water at ‘lat 
rates.

FIVE YEARS FOR YOUTH. 
WHO KILED YOUTH 


Edward R. Daughtry, Who 
Shot Ethel Baxter, Sen- 
tenced to Boonville. 


A sentence of five years in 
Boonville reformatory was im- 
posed upon Edward R. Daughtry 
by Circuit Judge McElhinney at 
Clayton today when Daughtry, who 
is 19 years oid, pleaded guilty to 
a charge of manslaughter in con- 
nection with thé death of Ethel 
Baxter, 14, in a holdup on Lemay 
Ferry road Sept. 6. 

Daughtry was allowed to plead 

guilty by arrangement with the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office ana 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Noble recommended the sentence. 
Daughtry made a written confes- 
sion of the crime, but Noble de- 
clared the State could not sub- 
stantiate a murder charge in the 
case. 
The Baxter girl, with other young 
people, including a brother, was 
returning to the city In an auto- 
mobile early the morning of Sept. 
6( when Daughtry hailed the par- 
ty and was allowed to ride with 
them to the nearest car line. On 
the way he held up the party, 
took 40 cents from the boys and 
then proceeded to kiss the girls, 
who were in the rear of the ma- 
chine. 

“At this time one of the boys 
struck him in the back of the 
head,” he said in his confession. 
“The blow dazed me and I fired 
two shots. Then I came to my 
senses and fled to my room.” 

One of the bullets struck Ethel! 
Baxter and she died a short time 
later. Daughtry was ai:ested by 
Constable Knight of Carondelet 
Township when he came to the 
Lemay Bank two days later 
withdraaw his money. .

Hearing Develops Fact_ That 
15,000 Acres of Land Were 
Kept Out of Proceedings.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 24.— 


¢ Canyon .Cedar Breaks : Charges of collusion between BP. G. 


Lewis, bankrupt promoter of Los 
Angeles and Atascadero, Cal., and 
formerly of St. Louis, and certain 
attorneys connected with the aéd- 
ministration of his $10,000,000 es- 
tate have been made in the court 
of Federal Judge William P. James 
here. 

A bitter fight developed when 
attorneys representing Miss Elsie 
King of Chicago, who is petition- 
ing to have A. R. Rutherford re- 
moved as trustee of the Lewis es- 


tate because of asserted collusion 
with Lewis and others, and be- 
cause of alleged inefficiency in his 
conduct of the bankrupt’s affairs, 
stated to the Court that certain 
angles of the case were “perilously 
near to being a confidence game."’ 
Testimony continued today. 

The hearing developed the fact 
that approximately 15,000 acres of 
land, known as the Atascadero Es- 
tates, Inc., had been kept out of 
the bankruptcy proceedings. The 
purported collusion hinged, for the 
most part, on the scheme now in 
progress of assigning this land to 
creditors. 

Iand IAsted at $8,000,000. 

Lewis has listed this land as be- 
ing worth approximately $8,000,- 
000. When the bankruptcy action 
was brought against him he was 
succeeded as president and general 
manager of the Atascadero Estates, 
Inc., by an attorney, Oscar L. Wil- 
lett, who holds creditors’ claims of 
more than $5,060,000. 

Bankruptcy Referee W. Preston 
Butcher Jr., who was the first wit- 
ness placed on the stand at the 
hearing, testified that he had had 
a great deal of difficulty in obtain- 
ing figures as to the true value of 
this land. 

' “TIT took the position that if the 
Atascadero estates were really 
worth $8,000,000, then the trustee 
\should have taken possession of the 
| property.” 

| He said. “on the other hand, if 
‘the estates were not worth thiat 
| Sum, or anything near it, then I felt 
‘that fraud was being perpetrated 
pay this land allotment scheme in 
which creditors were obviously be- 
ing led to believe that they were 
being assigned something valu- 
able.’ 

Comment By Refecrce. 

Referee Butcher, whose resigna- 
tion has been submitted, stated that 
because of the past record of 
Lewis, particularly in St. Louis, and 
because of the remarkable fact 
that since he came to California he 
had borrowed $9,900,080 on his 
personal notes alone, that he was 
strongly in favor of an investiga- 
tion as to the possibility of con- 
cealed assets. 

“The hearings 1 conducted in this 
case were nothing but farces, s0 
far as obtaining information from 
Lewis as to his real assets was con- 
cerned,”’ the referee declared. 
“With Lewis flanked by his per- 
sonal auditor, who was in a posi- 
tion to explain every entry in his 
books, it would have been a waste 
of time to have attempted to ar- 
rive at a correct conclusion as to 
possible hidden assets.” 

The referee stated that it was 
his idea, which he had suggested to 
the trustee now under fire, that 
detectives or investigators be hired 
to conduct a secret investigation of 
the bankrupt promotor’s affairs. 

Attorney Fillett declared, in ex- 
plaining his connection and activ- 
ities to the court, that the. 13 cor- 
| Porations controlled by Lewis at 
| Atascadero were so heavily mort- 
gaced, and that most of the land 
was so tied up with contingent 
liabilities, such as obligations to 
build water systems and install 
roads and improvements, that there 
was virtually no value either in 
the corporation stock or the land In 
bulk, which figures as assets in the 
bankfuptcy case. 


NEW. YORK TO HAVE HOSPITAL 
MANNED ENTIRELY BY NEGROES 


Heads of Haricm Institution Take 
First Steps in This Direction by 


Advancing Doctors’ Rank. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 24.—New 


York City is to have a hospital 
manned entirely by negroes. 

The first step in this direction 
was taken yesterday at a meeting 
of the heads of Harlem Hospital 
and a committee of prominent ne- 
groes, at which five negro physi- 
clans now engaged in out-patient 
work were advanced to the rank 
of assistant visiting physicians and 
surgeons. 

The next step, it was decided, 
will be the appointment of at least 
seven négro physicians in special- 
ties. This will be followed at the 
next examination for internes, 
probably in December, by the ap- 
pointment of 10 negro internes, 
whereas there are none now. 

Dr. John J. McGrath, president 
of the board of trustees of Belle- 
vue and allied hospitals, presided. 
He said that, in his opinion, the 
steps already resolved upon repre- 
sent the most forward in the inter- 
est of the negro race and that the 
reorganization under way eventual- 
ly will make Harlem Hospital one 
manned entirely by negroes, which 
race today makes up more than 50 
per cent of its patients. He sald 
the five negroes to be advanced at 
once from out-patient work are the 
only negro physicians on the visit- 
ing etaff of any hospital in any 
| Northern city of whigh he knows.

HOUSE STILL FOR 
INHERITANCE TAX 


New Revenue Measure, How- 
ever, Likely to Cut Top 
Rate to 25 Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
drive for the Mellon tax reduction 
Plan is under way and the mails 
of Congressmen are full of re- 
quests for favorable action. 

Frank Mondell, now a member 
of the War Finance Board, is mak- 
ing speeches before Chambers of 
Commerce and bankers’ associa- 
tions in the Middle West. He 
found it necessary to visit the 
Mississippi Valley and Northwest 
sections to arrange for the collec, 
tion of money loaned and is im- 
proving the opportunity -by mis- 
sionary work for the Mellon plan. 

Secretary Mellon and Chairman 
Green of the House Ways and 
Means Committee conferred yes- 
terday. Green also discussed the 
tax bill with Solicitor Gregg and 
Dr. E. P. Adams of the Internal 
Revenue Department. 

$300,000,000 Surplus. 

While no statement was forth- 
coming about these conferences it 
may be stated that they decided 
there would be a surplus of $300.- 
000,000 instead of the $200,000.- 
000 figure indicated by President 
Coolidge. 

It was likewise agreed the reve- 
nue bill should be written in the 
House this time instead of in the 
Treasury. The indications are that 
the maximum surtax rate will be 
reduced to 25 per cent. 

If Secretary Mellon urges the 
abolition of the inheritance tax he 
will be disappointed, as the senti- 
ment of the House is stil] that 
large estates should pay something 
substantial when they are passed 
down. What probably will hap- 
pen is that the bill which Chair- 
man- Green will prepare for sub- 
mission to the Ways and Means 
Committee on Oct. 19 will fix 
something like 25 per cent as the 
maximum rate, instead of the 
present rate of 40 per cent. 

Reduction on Small Incomes. 

There will be reductions on 
smal] incomes, and the exemptions 
of incomes may be enlarged, 
though not so far as the $5000 a 
year mark. 

In all, Mellon Wil] have no great 
cause to be dissatisfied with the 
measure, though it falls short of 
what he has advocated and what 
the President may be expected to 
recommend. If the surtax rate 
goes to 25 per cent it will meet 
what he fought for a year ago. 

In his western speeches Mr. Mon- 
dell bids for Democratic support 
by citing President Wilson's warn- 
ing after the first year of the war 
—-that heavy surtaxes were harm- 
ing business and encouraging ‘ 
waste and inefficiency.

IMPROVEMENT 
FRONT BROUGHT UP AGAIN . 
IN CITY PLAN REPORT 


OF RIVER | 


Commission Also Discussed Transportation 
Problem and Progress of Work on 
Major Street System. 


River-front improvement is 
brought up for renewed discus- 
sion, obstruction#st tactics hinder- 
ing street improvements are > io 
nounced and the importance” of 
transportation facilities to the de- 
velopment of the city demonstrated 
in the report of the City Plan Com- 
miasion for the last fiscal year, 
made to the Board of Public Serv- 
ice. The latter subject is discussed 


as follows: 

“The past year has witnessed 
continued activity in land subdivi- 
sion. There has been an increase 


over the previous year of 15 per 
cent in lineal feet of land devei- 
oped. Of all the land subdivided, 
approximately 90 per cent is sit- 
uated in the southwest quarter of 
the city, mainly in the Lindenwood 
district. 

“This district is now experi- 
encing a long-delayed boom, hav- 
ing been seriously handicapped by 
the lack of adequate transporta- 
tion service. This is now provided 
in the form of bus transportation, 
which, coupled with the improveé- 
ment of Arsenal street and Mor- 
ganford road, has made this dis- 
triet accessible. Such expansion as 
this bespeaks the importance of 
transportation as related to city 
growth. 

Major Street Plan Involved. 

‘Subdivisions involving so large 
an area as was developed during 
the past year quite naturally would 
involve many projects included in 
the itnajor street plan. It is with 
the fullest appreciation that this 
department reports full -co-opera- 
tion upon the part of most owners 
in conforming to certain street de- 
signs and arrangements in order 
to meet the requirem of the 
major street plan. In mMpturn, this 
department has devoted consider- 
@eble time to suggesting possible 
lt youts for subdivisions to the end 
that they may articulate with ad- 
jacent development or fit tn with 
existing streets in the best manner 
possible.”’ 

The commission received, during, 
the year 50 plats for subdivisions, 
involving 65280 lots and 195,952 
front feet. In addition, much resi- 
dence territory has been develoved 
beyond the city limits. 

“One of the most pressing pro»- 
lems in the city today,” says the 
report, “is that of improvement of 
the river front. During the refer- 
endum on the location of the new 
courthouse, public opinion strongly 
advocated this improvement, which 
has for its purpose the st#bilization. 
of values through the medium of 
greater accessibility. The initiation 
of river-front studies cannot be un- 
dertaken until funds are provided.” 

Street-Widening Work. 

Of 250.85 miles of streets in- 
volved in the commission’s major 
street plan, including those now 
satisfactory and proposed widen- 
ings and extensions, 136.62 miles 
are satisfactory, legal preparation 
has been completed for 8.24 miles, 
ordinances have been passed pro5- 
viding for 43.35 miles, recommen- 
dation has been made to the Boa: 
of Public Service for 28 miles and 


no definite action has been takon 
concerning 34.64 miles. 

In commenting on the develon- 
ment of our street system,” «he 
report says, “the commission would 
direct attention to the lack of civic 
spirit displayed in several Instances 
where properties are involved in 
condemnation procedure in carry- 
ing out the street-widening prv- 


gram. No one will deny the right 
of a property owner to object to 
awards made by condemnation 


commissions if the awards are oe- 


lieved to be unreasonable, and 4m- 
ple provision is made in our laws 
to assure a full and fair measure 
of protection to property owners. 
“However, instances are now 
arising wherein technicalities ure 
being employed to thwart and stop 
altogether the widening of sever! 
most important streets. The prog- 
ress and prosperity of St. Louis 
depends in no small way upon the 
early completion of an adequate 
street system, and obstructionist 
tactics impose an unwarranted bur- 
den on the city in its endeavors 
to provide street capacity for ‘he 
free movement of traffic compara- 
ble to what is being’ accomplished 
in competing muni lities.” 
“View of Traffic Problem. 
Traffic congestion here has be- 
come a serious menace to the pro- 
gress of the city, the report de- 
clares. Regulation of traffic move- 
ment and provision of sufficient 
roadway space are two factors t 
solving the problem, the latter be- 
ing particularly a City Plan Com- 
mission function. To design an 
adequate street system, the report 


‘states, definite information of ve- 


hiclke movements, such as were pro- 
vided formerly by the counts of 
the Street Department, aré neces- 
sary, but funds for this work have 
been denied of late years. The 
commission hopes that traffic 
counts can be undertaken soon. 

Relocation of the Taylor car 
tracks in Kingshighway, for several 
blocks north of Manchester avVe- 
nue, hag been taken up with the 
United Railways, to reduce the 
danger of having the tracks on one 
side of this broad street. 

The report calls attention to the 
proposal for relief streets on the 
east and west sides of Grand boule- 
vard, between Baston avenue and 
Mill Creek Valley, to reduce traffic 
congestion. It is pointed out that 
the western relief street would be_ 
connected with Thirty-ninth street 
and furnish an artery to Magnolia 
avenue. 


Other Street Plans Suggested. 
Another plan put forward by ‘he 


commissioh is for widening Chero- 
kee street to 60 fcet between Broad- 
way and Grand boulevard, connect- 
ing it with McDonald avenue, west 
of Grand; connecting McDonald 
with Utah street at Oak Hill ave- 
rue at Morganford road, and the 
widening of Fyler to 80 feet from 
this point to the city limits. 

Traffic Council rules goveraing 
traffic at the Pine-Lawton cutoff? 
as prepared by the commission, the 
report points out, “present regula- 
tiong resulting in a gyratory meve- 
ment of traffic." Modification of 
the rules would permit the cutoff 
to handle more traffic, it is stated. 


Western European powers in such 
a manner as to destroy the rela- 
tionship brought about between 
Russia and Germany by the treaty 
negotiated during the conference 
of the allies in Italy in 1922.

It is realized that 
Russo-German industrial and com- 
mercial relations are largely a 
nmiatter of the future, and that 
Germany's desperate needs of 
credits and cash as‘ well as for 
liberation from the allied military 
control commission and from the 
occupation authorities, make ami- 
cable relations with the Western 
powers imperative. 

Russian diplomacy probably will 
be satisfied if Germany remains 
true in her friendship with 
Kussia while making peace with 
the Western powers.

This shift 
in ratios was credited by Husband 
to the section of the national] immi- 
gration law which provides that a 
number of nationals equivalent to 
2 per cent of the number resident 
in this country of like in 
1890, may enter the United States * 
annually. 

The figures disclosed that dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 
the law, only 26,000 of the south- 
ern and eastern European stocks 
had been admitted, while immi- 
grants of northern and western 
European stocks numbered 186,000.
